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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



1. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by McNiff 
etal (US 6,560,216). 

2. In regards to claim 1 , McNiff discloses an apparatus (mobile computing device 
104-109) comprising: an inactivity monitor (screen saver) configured to determine the 
inactivity of an application interface; a telephone interface configured to connect the 
apparatus to a network and configured to receive calls from the network (col. 6 lines 23- 
48 and col. 8-9 lines 66-13); a call interface coupled to the inactivity monitor and the 
telephone interface, configured to deregister the telephone interface from receiving calls 
when the inactivity monitor determines that the application interface is inactive (col. 6 
lines 13-17). 

3. In regards to claims 2, 7, 9, 13, 15, 19, and 21, McNiff discloses the apparatus 
and method, wherein the received calls are automatically fonA^arded when the call 
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interface deregisters tlie telephone interface from receiving calls (col. 7 lines 21-29 and 
col. 11-12 lines 59-12). 

4. in regards to claims 3, 10, 16, and 22, McN iff discloses the apparatus and 
method, wherein the calls the received calls are automatically forwarded to another 
device (col. 7 lines 21-29). 

5. In regards to claims 4,11,17, and 23, McNiff discloses the apparatus and 
method, further comprising: a voice mail manager, coupled to the call interface, the 
received calls being optionally automatically fonwarded to the voice mail manager (col. 7 
lines 21-26 and col. 11-12 lines 59-12). 

6. In regards to claims 5, 12, 18, and 24, McNiff discloses the apparatus and 
method, wherein the deregistration occurs through the Session Initiation Protocol 
(deregistration message to the service node) (col. 6 lines 2-17). 

7. In regards to claims 6, 8, 14, and 20, McNiff discloses the apparatus and method, 
wherein the inactivity monitor is a screen saver (col. 6 lines 13-17). 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Liffick (US 6,430,289) teaches a system and method for 
computerized status monitor and use in a telephone network.
